Herdman Concerning 
the Present War in the Transvasl. 
The following is the text of the 

eloquent sermon on the Transvaal 

war preached at Kiuox church on 

Sunday by the pastor, Rey. J. C. 

Herdman, B. b.: 


Matt. 26:52: “Then said Jesus 
unto 


" : ‘Put up again thy sword 
into 5 place; for all they that take 
the sword ehdll perish with the 
sword'” And Ps. 68.30: “Scatter 
Thou the people that delight in war.” 

Ja love of our species gone from 
our souls that any Christian can con- 
tempiaite unmoved and without ap- 
prehension that which is going on to- 
day in the Transvaal? Are fairness 
and sense of proportion and magna- 
nimity gone also, that we roll the 
blame of it all  lightheartedly upon 
the Boer? 

If only I can see and 
let my sermon this morning be 
ever 80 unpopular! Where ir all the 
erisis through which our Empire has 
been passing, is the church of Christ 
anyway? It Ico} a@s if she had 
chosen definitely to epeak “smooth 
things” rather than “right things,” 
and preferred the pomp of this world 
to the principles of the Kingdom of 
Heaven. One expects nothing else 
from the sons of Mars and Moloch 
than that they should talk war and 
devastation and blood; but where is 
the sweet counter-persuasion of the 
Bride of Christ? She has lost her 
opportunity of witness bearing! It 
may be that her testimony would 
have counted for something. By re- 
to consider as possible the 
very mention of war; by insisting 
that the other side of it all be dis- 
passionately studied; by demanding 
that the far-away stubborn republic 
be not judged by revilers nor con- 
demned for the wording of its diplo- 
watic documents; by showing that a 
nation has greatness, not by being 
quick to resent affront as a chaplain 
in chambers prayed last year that his 
couutry might be, but great in pro- 
portion to its self-restraint of spirit, 
its disinterestedness, its patience; 
who knows but that the « hureh might 
have become at iast a decisive force 
for righteousness to this generation? 

Of the opening texts seiected, the 
first indicates what the church 
might have said and possibly effe cted, 
but did not. And the second text is 
# prayer for us to pray today, and a 
prayer for all days until the Prince of 
Peace comes and the swords are 
beaten into ploughghares: “Scatter 
Thou the people that delight in war. 

What is the use of my being a ser- 
vant of a master if I believe not in 
that master? Christian believers, 
your Master is one whose name is 
Immanuel, Prince of Peace; we know 
Him by the crown of thorns, by the 
pierced lands and feet. For us He 
is king of the centuries, and in Iiis 
“Kingdom and Patience’ we may see 
Him 
“Ever toiling up new Calvaries with 

the cross that turns not back. 


iby ail means be ashamed of Him if 
you Want to, with the consequences, 
But ifgwe are not ashamed of Him, 
show .“we not try to make His prin- 
ciples better known and should we 
not rely upon them most earnestly for 
ourselves? Therefore 1 preach such 
a sermon as this, because the great 
cathedrals will not; the wealthily-en- 
dowed colleges will not; the preachers 
in the Metropolitan churches will not. 

Do the principles which Jesus stands 
for forbid war? At least they forbid 
much that leads to war and accom- 
panies war. And as between oppos- 
ing sides, they throw the heaviest ob- 
ligation upon the stronger, not the 
weaker. Nearly the opposite of all 
that is prominent in the spirit of con- 
quest, 60 unhappily rampant in these 
days of strife, was taught by Jesus. 
That spirit is proud, grasping, unmer- 
ole ul He taught patience, the 
gole fs’ /tule, the milder construction, 
the dom from above.  “Whenee 
came wars and fightings?’ asks one 
of His company in one of the epis- 
tles, and finds his answer jin the lusts 
which war in the © selfish human 
heart. The thought of Jesus is re- 
vealed in His rebuke to two fiery- 
tempered followers “Ye know not 
what manner of spirit ye are of. For 
the Son of Man is come to save men’s 
lives, not to destroy them.” The es- 
sentially heathen nature of war from 
this point of view was well recogniz 
ed by one who wrote:

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THE COUNTRY AND MR. TARTE 


Hon J. Israel Tarte, minister of 
public works in the government of 
Canada, has proved himself to be a 
disloyal subject of Her Gracious Ma- 
jJesty Queen Victoria, and as such has 
ne right to a Beat in any cabinet or- 
ganized on British principles. In 
order that there should be no mie 
understanding as to the evidence of 
Mr. Tarte’s disloyalty and the source 
from which that evidence is obtained, 
the following extracts from Mr. Tarte’s 
paper, La Patrie, and from Mr. Tarte’s 
speech at Montreal last Monday even- 
ing are quoted below: 

Mr. Tarte in La Patrie: 

“We are in America, Canada

But, I tell you 
this: if to declare myseif a British 
subject would prevent me from being 


French, then I would refuse to call 
myself a British subject.” 

Then in his paper, La Patrie, of 
Wednesday, Mr. Tarte writes: 

“Not one of the speakers who ad- 
dressed the meeting at St. Liboire 
had the energy to denounce the dan- 
gerous policy adopted by the chief of 
the Conservative party during the 
last few weeks, namely, the participa- 
tion of Canada in the war of the 
Transvaal, and, consequently, in all 


others that might break out in Europe | 


or elsewhere.” 

Tiere can be no doubt from the 
foregoing, but that Mr. Tarte by his 
voice and by his pen objects to any 
assistance by Canada to the mother 
country in the’ present trouble’ in 
Seuth Africa. Neither is there any 


doubt as to where we should look for 
Mr. Tarte in the not impossible event that r. Mills’ digestion has not 


of a war between France and Englana. 


As he says himeelf, if he cannot be} 


French and British at the same time, 
he prefers to be French. Should 
England become involved in a war 
with France the minister of public 
works would be against England. This 
is his position as defined by himseif. 

The loyalty of Canada has never 
been in the balance until now. Lib- 
erals and Conservatives, English and 
French Canadians, have hitherto been 
able to assure the world of their un- 
swerving loyalty to the Queen of Eng- 
land. The question of loyalty has not 
entered into Canadian politics, 
an axiom that all the subjects of Her 


Majesty in this Dominion are loyal to} 


their queen and ready to assist her 
whenever required. 

The idiotic ravings of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, which represents 
merely a small section of the much 
maligned Irish race are of no account. 
They are merely the expression of 
implacable hatred to Great Britain by 
traitors to whom their country has 
been but too lenient. But when a 
minister of the crown who is admitted 
to be the dominant member of the Do- 
minion cabinet speaks and writes as 
Mr. Tarte has done, It becomes neces- 
sary to take some steps to vindicate 
the country from the disgrace which 
he has cast upon it. 
we know that Mr. Tarte no more re- 
presents the great mass of our Freneh 
Canadian fellow subjects than he re- 


presents the views of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier who has found it necessary 
publicly to repudiate the position 


taken by his minister of public works. 
If necessary, those regiments of 
French Canadians which are’ being 
loyally offered today will be accepted 
for Her Majesty's service in South 
Africa. There is ne question as to 
the loyalty of the French Canadian. 
But so long as Mr. Tarte is allowed te 
remain a member of the cabinet just 
so long will the disrgace which at 
taches to his utteraaces be charge

THE ELEVATOR COMMISSION 


A letter over the signature of Geerge 
H. V. Bulyea, commissioner of ag- 
ricultute, which appears in another 
column, should be read with interest 
by the farmers and independent grain 
dealers of the Territories, It will be 
remembered that during the Jast ses- 
tion of parliament an attempt was 
made to put through c bill for the pur- 
pose of remedying the grievances of 
the farmers of Manitoba and the Ter- 
ritories with regard to the handling 
of grain, but the bill met an untimely 


; death in committee owing to the op- 


| position of several prominent Liberals. 
| As a sop to the disrusted farmers the 
| Promise was made of the appoitiment 
| of a commission to enquire into tie 
alleged grievances, which were at the 
time quite apparent to everybody ex- 
cept those whose interest it was to 
maintain the existing state of affairs. 
At ts with the evidence to be pre- 
| sented to this commission that Mr. 
Hulyea’s letter deals. The North 
West government is desirous that the 
| evidence of the farmers and indepen- 
dent grain dealers should be properly 
| placed before the commission, so that 
| the grain men who are well organized 
| may not be able to secure a snap ver- 
dict. With this object, Mr. Bulyea 
is willing to receive the names of the 
witnesses and an outline of the evi- 
| dence obtainable in each locality. If 
Mr. Bulyea’s suggestion is adopted 
| without delay, an opportunity will be 
afforded to the farmers to present their 
case properly, but if they will not take 
| sufficient interest in a matter which so 
| closely concerns them as to communi- 
cate with the commissioner of agric- 
ulture, they will have only themse!ves 
to blame should the verdict of the 
curamission be in favor of the mono- 
polists.

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ABOUT COL. OTTER 


Sketch of the Career of the Com- 
mander of the Canadian 
Contingent, 


Tieut. Col. W. D, Otter, of Toronto, 
who has been selected to assume the 
command of the Canadian Hrigade to 
ieave the end of the month for ser- 
vice in South Africa, is an officer who 
is credited among military men with 
exceptional acquirements and ability 
which fit hita for the important post. 
His term of service dates back 38 
years. Whea he joined the Queen’s 
Own Rifles of Toronto he was then 
but 18 years of age, and in the years 
thai have succeeded, devoted his 
study to miiiiary subjects and train- 
ing and was favored with an experi- 
ence second to no officer in the Can- 
adian military serivee. He is of 
English descent, but was born near 
Clinton, Ont., and cducated at Goder- 
ich Grammar School and Upper Can- 
ada Colles 

He bees», « connected with the mili- 
tary ford-An Toronto in 1861 and was 
promoteSMenienant in the Queen's 
Own Rif in 1864, serving with that 
rank in the Niaear campaign during 
the winter of 1861-65 in the 2nd Ad- 
min Batt. In Avevet, 1865, he became 
adjutant of the queen's Own and 
served at the time of the Fenian raid 
of 1866, being one of those who took 
part in the actions at Limeridge and 
Ridgeway. He became major in ‘69, 
and was promoted lieutenant colonel 
in 1874, In 1873 he went to England 
as 2nd {in command of the Wimble- 
don team and in the year following 
succeeded to the command of the 
Queen's Own Rifles, commanding that 


regim during the Pilgrimage Riots 
in Tof'ste in 1°75, and at the time 
of the G. T. R. riots at Belleville in 
i877. In 1888 he was chosen com- 


mandant of the Wimbledon team, and 
was sent to Aldershot to acquire in- 
formation in connection with the con- 


He was 
appointed commandant of the 
‘Toronto Echool of Infantry 
in 1883, and organized “Cc”

Only this 
past summer Lieut. Col, Otter was 
made an bonorary A. D, C, to the 
Governor General and spent some 
weeks in Ottawa in command of the 
R. R. C. TL, camped at Rockliiffe for 
a especial course f instruction. He 
has since been retired from the com- 
mand of the R. %. C. fT. and attached 
to the headanarters staff. 

The Mail and Empire has said of 
lAeut. Co}. Otter: No better soldier 
is to be fonnd in Canada,’ and the 
Canadian Military Gazette speaks of 
him as “one who has done more 
perhaps then anyore else in Canada 
to increase the efficiency of our 
military force.”

ALASKAN BOUNDARY 


Temporary Settlement of the Question. 


Washington, Oct. 2i—Mr. Tower, the 
British charge d'affaires here, called 
at the state department today and 
handed to Secretary Hay a note for 
maily accepting for his government 
the proposition for a temporary ad- 
justment of the Alaskan bounjlary on 
the lines _yheonte by Sec, Hay. In 
the note of yesterday with that act the 
long expected modus vivendi relative 
to the vexed boundary question went 
into effect. This result has been 
brought about through che direct ne- 
gotiations of Secretary Hay and Mr. 
Tower after several failures in the 
past through the commissioners and 
the «mbassadors. The divisional 
line on the west pass by which the 
Dalton trail is reached is placed 22% 
miles above Pyramid Harbor, which 
is regarded under the treaty as tide 
water mark, so that the Canadians 
will not be allowed to reach any point 
on the Lynn canal. Moreover, there 
is no permission given for a free port 
or even for a free transfer across 
American territory for Canadian goods 
except miners’ belongings. These 
matters may figure later on when it 
comes to a permanent boundary line, 
but they were not touched upon in 
this modus vivendi. This follows 
the precedent established by Secretary 
Ewarts in 1878 in agreeing upon the 
temporary boundary on the  Stikine 
river in Alaska by the exchange of 
notes, The line on the Chilkat river 
is 22% statute miles from the head of 
the Chilkat inlet on the Lynn canal 
and on the Klepne river 12 statute 
miles further inland and the whole 
valley of the Porcupine creek is in- 
cluded within the American line. On
